Later Escapes Jail.
Among the exciting police court happen-

ings that have startled Morrisville peo
ple the past week, the jump fiom the S"c-on- d

story window of the Fleetwood block
by Ernest Vennette, in. trying to escape
from the officers last Friday afternoon
was probably the most spectacular of any.
Young Vennette, who is 19 years of age
and of quite small stature, while waiting
in the rear office for bis trial on charges ol
stealing, jumped from the windo'.v on the
Portland street side, landed on his feet
and hid in the hatchway on the east side
of the building, where he was soon found
by the officers. After a hearing he was
locked up in the jail at Hyde Park for
safe keeping.

Not satisfied with his unsuccessful leap
for liberty, the young man decided to try
again and succeeded in making a rather
remarkable get-awa- y from Sheriff Stevens,
hostelry. Shortly after noon Saturday,
clothed in only a pair of trousers and
alight shirt, belonging to Sheriff Stevens,
which had been loaned him while Mrs.
